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KPFA's  program  listings,  in  the  form  of  this  Folio,  are  published  every  four  weeks  as  a 
service  to  subscribers  who  support  our  non-profit,  non-commercial  station  at  the  yearly  rate 
of  $15.00  (student  subscriptions,  $10.00).  All  contributions  are  tax  deductible. 

On  the  air:  Mon.-Fri.,  7:00  a.m.-midnight ;  Sat.  and  Sun.,  8:00  a.m. -midnight.  Listeners  in 
certain  parts  of  the  East  Bay  who  have  difficulty  receiving  KPFA  clearly  can  hear  all 
these  programs  on  KPFB  at  89.3  mc. 

KPFA  is  owned  by  Pacifica  Foundation,  a  non-profit  institution.  Other  Pacifica  stations 
are  KPFK,  Los  Angeles  38,  California,  and  WBAl,  New  York  16,  New  York.  Subscriptions 
are  transferable.  The  duration  of  programs  scheduled  is  approximate.  Dates  after  listings 
indicate  past  or  future  duplicate  broadcasts ;  an  indication  of  the  time  of  such  scheduling 
refers  to  a  more  detailed  description  of  the  program.  An  asterisk  preceding  a  music  listing 
means  the  performance  is  not  commercially  available. 


FESTIVAL    OF    AMERICAN   ARTS    &    HUMANITIES 


The  cultural  affairs  section  of  the  U.  S.  Information  Service  is  responsible 
for  concerts,  lectures,  and  exhibits  at  American  Embassies  abroad.    They  mav  not 
or  may  not  be  performing  an  important  service;  since  they  are  not  allowed  to 
publicize  their  activities  in  the  United  States,  no  one  has  a  chance  to  find  out. 
And  so,  when  their  budget  is  drastically  cut,  as  happened  last  year,  no  one 
outside  the  government  is   particularly  concerned. 

The  Embassy  staff  in  London,  however,  decided  to  register  an  unusual 
protest.    Faced  with  a  forty  percent  reduction  in  staff  and  funds,  and  the  catastropic 
catastrophic  closing  of  the  Embassy's  excellent  and  busy  library,  they  announced 
the  most  ambitious  cultural  project  the  Information  Service  has  undertaken 
abroad:  a  Festival  of  American  Arts  and  Humanities,  lasting  for  three  months 
and  including  more  than  forty  major  concerts,  plays,  lectures,  and  exhibits. 
Some,  such  as  an  evening  of  musical  comedy  with  Barbra  Streisand,  were  of 
more  diplomatic  than  cultural  significance,  and  the  small  invited  audiences 
consisted  of  the  old  familiar  faces  surmounting  the  old  familiar  black  ties. 
But  most  of  the  events  brought  out  London's  best  artists  and  critics,  together 
with  large  numbers  of  enthusiastic  amateurs.    Audiences  were  limited  by  the 
small  capacity  of  the  Embassy  auditorium,  but  tickets  were  freely  available  as 
long  as  they  lasted. 

The  variety  and  quality  were  impressive:  the  Fine  Arts  Quartet,  the  Institute 
for  Advanced  Studies  in  the  Theater  Arts,  the  New  York  Chamber  Soloists, 
Earl  Mines,  Yuriko  and  the  Martha  Graham  Company,  Isaac  Stern,  and  many 
others  -  and  all,  like  Pacifica  program  participants,  appearing  without  payment. 

Nor  did  the  Festival  try  to  avoid  controversy.    An  attempt  was  made  to 
arrange  an  event  with  John  Cage,  but  schedule  conflicts  made  it  impossible. 
And  a  series  of  dramatic  readings  and  lectures  called  on  the  services  of 
Americans  who  have  been  publicly  at  odds  with  our  foreign  policy.     Political 
controversy  did  not  figure  prominently  in  the  Festival;  but  neither  did  it  operate 
insidiously  in  the  wings. 

During  this  Folio,  KPFA  listeners  will  have  an  opportunity  to  evaluate  for 
themselves  a  large  part  of  the  Festival.    This  has  been  made  possible  by  the 
cooperation  of  the  U.S.  Information  Service  in  furnishing  equipment  and 
facilities,  the  generosity  of  performers  in  permitting  non-commercial  broadcast, 
and  the  assistance  of  the  BBC,  who  supplemented  the  Embassy's  limited  recording 
equipment.     Friends  of  Pacifica  Radio  will  not  be  particularly  surprised  to  learn 
that  the  whole  Festival,  including  publicity,  was  accomplished  on  a  budget  of 
around  fifteen  thousand  dollars--but  then,  they're  used  to  miracles.

This,  indeed,  is  the  KPFA  FOLK)!    tt's  done  as  an  experiment,  and,  as  always 
we  welcome  your  reactions,  suggestions   and  criticism.    By  this  most  drastic 
of  recent  changes  in  format,  we  are  seeking  the  answers  to  some  problems  thai 
are  beginning  to  plague  us  (and  you. ;  We  tnink  we're  approaching  some  of  the 
answers. 

Because  of  the  price  break  that  we  have  with  our  new  printer,  the  FOLK)  is 
costing  us  less  than  it  has  in  recent  years.    One  result  of  this  is  the  increased 
use  of  art  work. 

Our  FOLIO  advertising  is  increasing,  and  this  is  not  without  connection  with 
the  new  look  of  the  FOLIO.    Advertisers  are  more  willing  to  place  ads  in 
publications  which  are  attractive.    The  increased  use  of  art  work  is  thus 
practical,  not  merely  decorative. 

There  is,  however,  a  problem.    Our  addressing  machine — and  it  is_  an  antique 
is  capable  of  addressing  FOLIO'S  no  thicker  than  36  pages.    (You  may  have  no- 
ticed that  our  last  two  issues  had  increased  from  32  to  36  pages. )   To  be  able 
to  grow,  we  must  turn  to  a  larger  page  size. 

We've  thought  for  a  long  time  that  the  running  column  style  we  have  been  using 
for  program  listings  was  not  the  most  useful.    Too  many  times  (as  subscriber: 
well  know),  a  day's  listing  had  to  be  interrupted  at  the  bottom  of  one  page  and 
carried  on  to  the  next.  .  By  the  move  to  a  larger  page,  we  are  able  to  have  a 
complete  day's  listing  all  in  one  place.    In  this  issue,  we're  meeting  a  few 
"bugs"  we  should  have  anticipated,  but  didn't.    We'll  have  them  straightened 
out  by  the  next.    For  example:  when  we  did  the  listings  in  running  columns, 
it  really  didn't  matter  if  the  copy  for  one  day  was  significantly  longer  than 
that  for  the  next.    This,  however,  is  not  the  case  in  the  present  format. 
We'll  just  have  to  be  more  careful  to  balance  the  copy  day  by  day — but  in 
no  case  will  we  sacrifice  the  information  necessary  for  careful  listening 
selection. 

Now  to  turn  to  some  other  matters.    In  this  FOLIO,  as  in  the  last,  we  have 
discontinued  repeating  complete  listings  for  rebroadcasts  .    Instead,  we  mere! 
list  the  title  with  a  cross  reference  to  the  original  broadcast  by  date  and  time 
so  you  can,  if  you  would  like  further  information,  find  it  easily.     By  this  mean; 
we  save  valuable  FOLK)  space  and  avoid  word  for  word  repitition. 

Take  particular  note,  if  you  will,  of  the  center-fold.    It's  a  new  way  for  us 
to  draw  your  attention  to  some  of  our  programs.    In  earlier  issues  we  tried 
to  achieve  the  same  result  through  the  use  of  boxes  or  highlight  listings. 
The  center-fold  calendar  is  the  best  idea  yet.    It  provides  a  handy  calendar 
of  the  current  month.    It  reminds  you  of  some  of  our  highlight  programs. 
It  provides  you  with  a  convenient  memo  pad  on  which  to  note  some  of  your  own 
selections  of  programs  you  would  like  to  hear  and  can  thus  help  you  plan  your 
non-radio  activities  in  conjunction  with  your  plans  to  hear  particular  programs 
on  KPFA. 

There  are  three  series  of  major  import  in  this  month's  programming  to 
which  we'd  like  to  draw  your  attention. 

1.  We're  concluding  our  broadcasts  of  the  1966  Cabrlllo  Festival. 

2.  Through  the  courtesy  of  the  North  American  Broadcasting  Company
